land; that the proposed contain¬ 
ment system must be installed 
on Lot 6A. Plan 8057 .IK, to be 
no closer to the south property 
line than the current buildings; 
and that the containment sys¬ 
tem to be used be acceptable to 
development officers. 

Residents had a 14 day period 
to appeal the decision and for 
the first time in the past seven 
years, the decision was appealed 
and will be brought to an ap¬ 
peal board for a decision on 
Thursday. 

Rod and Karen Flack made 
the appeal because they believe 
this system will not alleviate the 
problems. 

“That is a light industrial 
park, and they are doing heavy 
industrial work in there,” said 
Karen. “We tried to be fair 
about it, but the noise contin¬ 
ued. This place is for seniors, 
why do the elderly have to put 
up with this day after day. The 
noise is loud and constant. 
Then a number of residents had 
to get their cars repainted after 
Tara did some painting and left 
paint on people's cars.” 

According to the Industrial 
Noise Bylaw, businesses are al¬ 
lowed to make noise between the 
hours of 10 a.m. and 7 p.m. 

“This noise goes right into 
the night, we can not only hear 
it, but we feel it,” said Karen. 
“Our whole living room shakes. 
We can’t open up windows cause 
of all the dust, there is grey dust 
in my home.” 

According to Sheridan they 
usually do not work past 5:30 
p.m. except for maybe one night 
a month when they need to get 
a job done. 

“We may have to leave 
town," said Sheridan. “We have 
already started looking at prop¬ 
erty in Crossfield and Olds. This 
is just like when Westward left 
a few years ago, a lot of people 
where very upset about that." 

Tara runs all year around, 
and they bring a lot of money 
into the town.

Residents in the College 
Green apartments and condos 
say they have had enough of the 
noise, dust and paint left on 
their cars from work done at 
Tara Projects, which is located 
in Didsbury’s industrial park 
on 18 St. 

Tara Projects just wants to 
be left alone to conduct their 
business as they have been for 
the past four years, well before 
the College Green apartments 
and condos were there. 

“This is an industrial area 
and these people were told that 
even before they moved in,” 
said Tara Projects owner Marty 
Sheridan. “Even before we 
were here this building was 
here, and the same type of work 
was being done in it. This build¬ 
ing has been here since 1963. 
Then in the past year little com¬ 
plaints started about the noise, 
then the dust. Nothing can be 
done about the noise, so we of¬ 
fered to put up a dust contain¬ 
ment system to solve the prob¬ 
lem, but that was not good 
enough, they are appealing 
that.” 

The Didsbury Municipal 
Planning Committee (MPC) ap¬ 
proved to permit the installa¬ 
tion of a containment system 
for the purpose of controlling 
emissions from the sandblast¬ 
ing operations with the condi¬ 
tions that; the system be in¬ 
stalled and operational by Aug. 
30 2005 or such time as agreed 
to by the MPC; that no sand¬ 
blasting be allowed on site af¬ 
ter Aug. 30 unless it is per¬ 
formed inside a containment 
system so that there are no 
offsite effects caused by a use 
at this site; that the owner rec¬ 
ognize that future sandblasting 
or painting operations at this 
site may result in stop orders 
issued if there are emissions 
created on site that leave the 
site, which could cause adverse 
effects on users of adjacent

“They are buying houses, and 
they eat at the restaurants, and 
we get our supplies here.” 

Tara is also a proud spon¬ 
sor of the Rosebud Health 
Foundation, the Didsbury Ro¬ 
deo, and many other things in 
the community. 

“These people are home all 
day, if they were out working 
they would not even notice the 
noise,” said Sheridan. “I have 
gone over there several times 
and all you can hear is a little 
noise in the distance, but that 
is to be expected from an indus¬ 
trial park.” The Town re¬ 
quested having them sandblast 
in the industrial park on the 
north side of town, but 
Sheridan does not feel that is a 
good solution. 

“We can’t leave equipment 
outside in bad weather and 
there is always theft to worry 
about,” said Warren Tersigni, 
Tara shop manager. “We need 
the equipment here at the shop, 
not across town.” 


Neither side is happy about 
how the Town is dealing with 
the situation. 

“They have basically said it is 
our problem and we have to deal 
with it,” said Sheridan. “The bot¬ 
tom line is do they want us hero 
or not, cause it feels like they 
don’t.” The Flacks feel the Town 
is asking them to just put up with 
it. “I actually had one Town offi¬ 
cial say they were hero* first so we 
just have to put up with it,” said 
Karen. “This is affecting our qual¬ 
ity of life and it is not fair to us. 
Tara Projects is not following the 
rules, and the Town is not respect¬ 
ing our problems.” 

Taro presently employs 20 peo¬ 
ple full time, and don’t want to 
have to leave town, but they feel 
they may not have a choice. 

A final decision will be made 
by the appeal hom'd this week. 

“We would do everything legal 
we can to keep Tara Projects 
here,” said Town CAO Roy 
Bniwn. “They are a valuable mem¬ 
ber of out community and we don’t 
want to see them leave town. Our 
goal is to bring businesses in not 
drive them away."

Page and Tamara Klanten 
both said the diverse and 
charismatic people they met 
were incredible, as was “get¬ 
ting to know” the subdued 
successor for Pope John Paul 
II. 

Klanten, who went to To¬ 
ronto for World Youth Day 
in 2002 said she “really

County council wants public input on the 
election of reeve position

Mountain View County 
residents could have another 
decision to make when they 
go to the polls in 2007, besides 
just who they want to repre¬ 
sent them locally - but also 
who they want to represent 
them regionally. 

Last Wednesday morning, 
during a meeting to go 
through the second-half of the 
recommendations in the 
County’s Corporate Review, 
council feels that the review’s 
recommendation to have the 
position of Reeve an elected 
position might be a question 
that should be put on the bal¬ 
lot in 2007. 

George Cuff - who con¬ 
ducted the Corporate Review 
for Mountain View County - 
says he believes the position 
of Reeve should be treated no 
different than that of a Town 
electing their mayor. 

“I personally believe that 
the citizens should be elect¬ 
ing the reeve, because this 
makes a lot of sense to me and 
a lot of different municipali¬ 
ties are moving in this direc¬ 
tion,” Cuff said at a public 
meeting held at the end of 
July. 

Cuff says that if the reeve 
remains an appointed posi¬ 
tion by fellow councillors, it 
would be like having your 
high levels of government pre¬ 
selected. 

“It would be like the PC 
Party deciding who would be 
the MLA’s for the Province, 
and we would just all agree,” 
he said. “Towns and cities 
have mayors - the reeve does 
the same job.” 

County council says that 
they want to be very cautious 


on this topic and want to in¬ 
volve the public as much as 
possible and present them 
with both sides of the picture. 

“I think we better get a lot 
of information about Reeves 
that are voted in and the pro’s 
and con’s and analyze it be¬ 
fore we do this,” said Divi¬ 
sion 6 councillor Liz 
Negropontes. 

Arnie Shea, councillor for 
Division 5, believes that this 
could be one of the most 
talked-about, most controver¬ 
sial topics that this council 
could be presented with dur¬ 
ing their term on council. 

“This can be the most in¬ 
teresting and unified thing 
over the next two years. We 
could have participation from 
throughout the County. It 
will bring unity to this 
County. It’s going to go back 
and forth and if you don’t 
have ratepayer participation 
in this and dictate it you are 
going to be in trouble,” Shea 
said. 

And, there wasn’t one 
councillor who didn’t agree 
that public input is the key. 

“I think the research is the 
key thing and I think the onus 
is on council to get the infor¬ 
mation out to the people and 
then let the people make a de¬ 
cision based on a lot of infor¬ 
mation, rather than just some 
personal influences. I think 
information is important. 
This is major because this is 
a re-alignment of our bounda¬ 
ries. This is changing a lot of 
the different structures that 
this whole County has been 
built on for years,” said the 
County’s current Reeve A1 
Kemmere. 

Kemmere’s comment about 
the re alignment of bounda¬ 


ries is another recommenda¬ 
tion that comes from Cuff. 

Cuff recommended that if 
the County was to go with an 
elected reeve that the County 
move to have six divisions - 
rather than seven - and the 
seventh member on council be 
that of the reeve. 

Long-time Division 3 coun¬ 
cillor Dave Derksen says this 
isn’t a huge issue for him. 

“I don’t oppose it. It’s a 
non-issue to me. If the major¬ 
ity wants to have an elected 
reeve, then I have no problem 
with it. It does have some pos¬ 
sibilities that the agriculture 
components can go to risk if 
you don’t get the right one. I 
believe there is enough or¬ 
ganizations that have an 
elected reeve. We can make 
phone calls, travel around, 
and find out what’s going on. 
It’s 50-50 it’s a mixed bag. I 
think we really need to re¬ 
search it,” Derksen said. 

Carstairs area Councillor 
for Division 1 Gwen Day 
agrees that research is the 
key and supports putting a 
question on the ballot in 2007 
to see what the ratepayers 
think. She says that through¬ 
out her term on council 
though she would like to see 
the people of Mountain View 
County become fully educated 
on the topic. 

“I think that is something 
that definitely needs more re¬ 
search. There are pro’s and 
con’s with that one so I am 
looking forward to hearing 
public input on that one be¬ 
fore we go ahead and imple¬ 
ment that.” Day said. 

“It’s a big change. Changing 
the districts in itself is a big 
change. It will have impact on 
the peoples voices I think."

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How two-hour parking will affect Didsbury

Two-hour parking in 
Didsbury is now just that, 
two-hour parking. As of to¬ 
day, the signs that have been 
posted for so long have come 
to mean something, they 
mean that if you do park for 
more than two hours and 
you are caught, you will get 
a $40 ticket. 

This is different from the 
past, when it was enforced 
on a complaint basis only. 

Town Council decided to 
change that after the Park¬ 
ing Study revealed local 
business owners wanted to 
stop business people from 
parking on the streets, and 
the way to do that was to 
enforce the two-hour park¬ 
ing. 

“This is definitely a trial 
period, we have a challenge 
and if this does not work 
council will look at other 
options,” said Town interim 
CAO Roy Brown. “We do not 
want to inconvenience cus¬ 
tomers in the downtown 
a* ea.” 

Another concern amongst 
the community is how this 
is going to affect our Com¬ 
munity Constable Greg 
Hnatiuk’s job, with an ad¬ 
ditional three hours of work 
to his load, Monday to Fri¬ 
day. 

“Greg is going to have to 
prioritize his duties,” said 
Brown. “Sometimes parking 
will be put off to a later time 
if a call comes in that takes 
priority, such as a vicious 
dog, and also enforcing the 
school zones with the school 
year just starting.” 

Brown said it may also 
mean the Town staff assist¬ 
ing Hnatiuk with his paper 
work, to help him be on the 
streets more. 

Administration is going 
to be monitoring the park¬ 
ing situation very closely for 
the first month and report¬ 
ing back to council. 

“Some people are seeing 
this as an inconvenience 
and others are very support¬ 
ive of council’s decision to 
enforce the parking by-law,” 
said Brown. “I have talked 
to business owners who 
have expressed specific con¬ 
cerns, and have asked them 
to monitor the situation and 
report back to me.” 

If things go as planned 
customers will be able to 
shop at their own pleasure 
and have adequate parking. 

Also, if the two hour park¬ 
ing is successful, it will re¬ 



main that way. 

“We are looking at other 
solutions also,” said Brown. 
“We added additional park¬ 
ing at the Train Station, and 
are presently looking at 
other alternatives to provide 
more unrestricted parking 
in the downtown area. We 
have also purchased bike 
racks that will go up this 
week, one across the street 
from the Town office and one 
at the Train Station. We are 
always looking ahead.” 

In 1986 the Red Deer Re¬ 
gional Planning Authority 
did a parking study in 
Didsbury and the results 
were very similar to the re¬ 
cent parking study. 

“The results showed the 
same thing,” said Brown. 
“People’s biggest concern 
was employees taking up 
valuable customer parking. 
This problem has been go¬ 
ing on for some time and 
now council has decided to 
do something about it.” 

Some businesses are won¬ 
dering where their staff are 
going to park, especially 
when the winter comes and 
everyone is driving. 

“I don’t have a problem 
with it on Main Street, but 
I do on the side streets,” 
said Checker Auto owner 
Craig Anderson. “That is 
where the staff here park 
and the staff from Home 
Hardware. Our building 
goes straight to the back 
alley, we have no staff park¬ 
ing. There is about five em¬ 
ployees from Home Hard¬ 
ware and three from here, 
that is already eight spots 
from just two businesses, 
the Train Station parking is 
going to fill up pretty fast.” 

Anderson said he had 
asked for angle parking on 
the side streets in the past, 
because that would add an 
additional two to three 
stalls on each side, but the 
Town said there was no 
room. 

“I have seen people angle 
park there and there is 
room,” said Anderson. “I 
understand the parking out 
front should be for the cus¬ 
tomers, but I think the side 
streets should be left 
alone.” 

Gord Fulton from Victo¬ 
ria’s Flowers also had con¬ 
cerns about running his 
business with two-hour 
parking surrounding him, 
when he does not have 
parking in the back of his 
store. 

“I do a lot of delivers and

flowers are perishable 
goods,” said Fulton. “I 
don’t want to be running up 
and down the street in the 
cold with them or they will 
die. I think this parking 
study should have been a 
first step and then should 
have been followed up with 
some observation.” 

Fulton believes adding 
some handicap and senior 


parking spots is the way to 
go, so they will not need to 
walk far, but there is no rea¬ 
son why others can’t walk. 

“People need to change 
their attitudes about park¬ 
ing and walking as we 
grow,” said Fulton. 

Fulton is also confused 
how the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce came to the decision 
to want the two-hour park¬ 


ing enforced. 

“I am a member of the 
Chamber and nobody asked 
me,” said Fulton. "Was this 
decision made by one person, 
or the president or what, it 
should have been a decision by 
all Chamber members. People 
will not want to shop here if they 
have to worry about parking, I 
don’t think this decision was 
looked at very carefully.” 
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In 1903 the Reverend Isaac Barr advertised in British papers 
for immigrants to come to Canada and take over free land in an 
area he had leased near present day Lloydminster. He had ex¬ 
pected maybe 200 applicants but got almost 2500 and instead of 
refusing the extra 2000 he went ahead and arranged passage for 
the lot. Before the first boatload had arrived in Canada it be¬ 
came apparent that the whole scheme was beyond Rev. Barrs 
meager management skills and he was accused of mismanage¬ 
ment and fraud. The fraud part may have been unfair but mis¬ 
management was an understatement. Very few of the immi¬ 
grants knew anything about farming, none of them were pre¬ 
pared for the vast empty spaces that loomed before them, they 
had no concept of a Canadian winter, the supplies they brought 
were totally inappropriate, pianos, for heaven sake, full sets of 
china and crystal, silver soup tureens, top hats. Most of them 
had never been near a horse and unscrupulous dealers herded 
in mustangs, hobbled their front feet and sold them as "broke." 
They didn't know steers from cows, roosters from hens or gilts 
from boars and their new Canadian friends fleeced them at every 
turn. 

The Reverend Barr packed up his top hat and got out of the 
country and the Reverend G.E. Lloyd took over as guide and 
leader. Things improved under the Rev. Lloyd but there are won¬ 
derful stories about the "greenhorn Englishman." One settler 
somehow got the idea that hobbles were designed to slow down 
horses and oxen while going downhill. He hobbled his oxen at 
the top of a steep hill and what with the momentum of the wagon 
and the oxen's inability to move quickly the wagon was totally 
destroyed as it passed over the fallen beasts. None of them had 
ever used an axe and one man was so afraid of cutting himself 
that he stood inside a barrel as he chopped down trees for fuel. 
Roads were nonexistent and several large pieces of furniture, 
including pianos, were abandoned at the edges of sloughs. A 
colonist is supposed to have asked a more seasoned westerner 
how to dig a well. It was suggested that he start at the top and 
so he gravely thanked his advisor and set to work with his shovel. 

But, they persevered and they were full of hope and they 
learned by trial and error and they built a community and helped 
to build the province. Lloydminster is named for Rev. Lloyd and 
he and the colonists would be amazed at the bustling, modern 
little city that grew up from their shaky start. Ralph and I were 
there this week and visited the museum where we saw wagons 
and trunks, musical instruments, looms, ox carts and yes, even 
bits of fine china and top hats. It’s a lovely museum and a lovely 
bit of Alberta's rich history. 

On our way to Lloydminster and about 12 miles East of Wain- 
wright we saw a sign that said KOROLUK SLIDE. We had 
never heard of this so I looked it up in an Alberta travel book. 
The slide occurred in 1974 when a layer of earth just under 
ground surface became saturated and very slippery. This layer 
of earth slid down a slope about 750 feet. While this was hap¬ 
pening the surface soil sank 40 to 50 feet taking with it, and 
scarcely disturbing, the crops, grass and bush that had been 
growing on it. This all sounded pretty amazing and on our way 
back we decided to take a side trip and see the slide. There is a 
lovely big Government sign marking the turn off and it says it's 
open 7 days a week. 

The first 20 miles is lots of loose, dusty gravel but perfectly 
safe if you don't speed. Then you reach the turn off to the slide, 
where the road continues as gravel, but is exactly the width of 
one car. After a couple of nerve wracking miles the road makes 
an abrupt half circle around the very edge of what looks like a 
really nasty deep hole with trees growing out of it. The road 
then continues as far as the eye cam see, same width and now 
occasionally crossed by little streams of slow moving water. "Do 
we turn around?" Ralph asked. "I don't think so," I answered, 
"there is no way we could meet anyone on that road and I don't 
see any place where any one else has ever turned around." "Do 
you suppose the AMA would ever find us out here?" he won¬ 
dered. "I have 2 nectarines and a small yogurt," I told him," We 
could probably survive for a day or two." 

The little road eventually joined a larger one and we made 
our way back to civilization but if you ever have an urge to visit 
the Koroluk Slide I'd advise against it.

Parvovirus is caus¬ 
ing concern amongst 
dog owners and 
veterinarians in Moun¬ 
tain View County. 

Dr. Kurt Luzi, a vet 
at the Olds Veterinary 
Centre said that lovers 
and owners of “man’s 
best friend" should be 
“absolutely worried” 
about the outbreak of 
this virus. Luzi has 
seen three or four cases 
of the virus in the last 
month whereas there 
are usually only one or 
two a year. 

“This is a virus that 
results in a pet getting 
extremely sick and it 
could result in death,” 
said Luzi. 

Parvovirus is a viral 
disease of dogs. It af¬ 
fects puppies much 
more frequently than it 
affects adult dogs be¬ 
cause they have an im¬ 
mature immune sys¬ 
tem. Because the intes¬ 
tinal lining has the big¬ 
gest concentration of 


rapidly dividing cells 
in a puppy’s body, the 
virus unleashes its 
virulent nature there. 

Luzi said the virus 
attacks and kills these 
cells, causing diarrhea 
(often bloody), vomit¬ 
ing, lethargy, loss of 
appetite and depres¬ 
sion. At any age, in 
any unprotected dog, 
parvovirus can lead to 
death. 

Puppies who survive 
a parvovirus infection 
usually remain some¬ 
what un-healthy and 
weak for life. 

Dr. Darlene 

Donszelmann, from 
Chinook County Vet¬ 
erinarian Clinic said 
there are ways to help 
your dogs avoid con¬ 
tracting the 

parvovirus. 

“Ensure a puppy is 
purchased from a repu¬ 
table breeder and re¬ 
ceives its first vaccina¬ 
tion before it leaves the 
breeders home” she 
said. “Follow up boost¬ 
ers are needed in inter¬ 


vals, usually when the 
puppy is at eight to ten 
weeks of age. Certain 
susceptible breeds will 
need an additional 
booster after four 
months.” 

Donszelmann said it 
is “unusual,” but she 
has seen seven cases of 
puppies infected with 
the virus so far this 
year. 

Parvovirus is highly 
contagious to unvacci¬ 
nated dogs, and the vi¬ 
rus can remain infec¬ 
tious in ground con¬ 
taminated with fecal 
material for months if 
conditions are 

favorable. Parvovirus 
is extremely hardy, 
most disinfectants can¬ 
not kill the virus; how¬ 
ever, Luzi said chlorine 
bleach is the most effec¬ 
tive and inexpensive 
agent that works. 

Luzi said 75 per cent 
of animals respond well 
to early treatment, “but 
if we see them too late it’s 
a losing battle,” he 
added.

If Darrell is such a man, my advice is that you attempt 
to show him, without nagging or becoming angry, how 
you are different from him and what your unique needs 
are. Work to change that which can be improved in your 
relationship, explain that which can be understood, re¬ 
solve that which can be settled and negotiate that which 
is open to compromise. 

Create the best marriage possible from the raw materi¬ 
als brought by two imperfect human beings with two dis¬ 
tinctly unique personalities. But for all the rough edges 
that can never be smoothed and the faults that can never 
be eradicated, try to develop the best possible outlook and 
determine to accept reality exactly as it is. The first prin¬ 
ciple of mental health is to accept that which cannot be 
changed. You could easily descend into depression over 
the circumstances in your life. But you can also choose 
to hang tough and be contented in spite of them. The 
operative word is "choose.” 

Can you accept your husband as he is? Seldom does 
one human being satisfy every longing and hope in the 
breast of another. Obviously, this coin has two sides: You 
can't be his perfect woman, either. He is no more equipped 
to resolve your entire package of emotional needs than 
you are to become his sexual dream machine every 24 
hours. Both partners have to settle for human foibles, 
faults, irritability, fatigue and occasional nighttime "head¬ 
aches." A good marriage is not one where perfection reigns: 
It is a relationship where a healthy perspective overlooks 
a multitude of "unresolvables." 

I don’t mean to imply that the advice I've given is easy 
to implement or that it will take away the longing you 
described, but every human being eventually encounters 
difficult situations that are beyond his or her control. At 
that point, a person is tempted to collapse, to run, to 
become angry, or do all three. I submit that acceptance is 
a better alternative. 


QUESTION: My former girlfriend and I were abso¬ 
lutely certain we were in love because we were crazy about 
each other from the moment we met. We were together 
every day, and all our friends thought we would get mar¬ 
ried. But the relationship cooled off very quickly, and now 
we can hardly stand each other. I don't even like to be 
around her. What do you think happened to us? 

DR. DOBSON: Not knowing either of you, it is diffi¬ 
cult to say for sure. But I can tell you that the way your 
relationship began had something to do with the way it 
ended. A love affair is usually doomed when it begins with 
great intensity. It almost always burns itself out in time. 
You may recall an old song that described a love affair 
that was "too hot not to cool down." That's the way it 
often works. 

In a manner of speaking, you and your girlfriend ran 
your race together as though it were a 100-yard dash. It 
should have been approached like a marathon. That's why 
you exhausted yourselves before your journey together 
ever got started. If a love relationship is to go the dis¬ 
tance, there needs to be a comfortable pacing that keeps 
the two parties from consuming each other. That will give 
the bond a chance to form -- and allow "the glue to dry."
